THE KAISER'S MEETING WITH 
THE OZAR. 
St. Perersuena, Aug. 7. 

The Czar has returned from Swine- 
munde. In exchanging toasts at the final 
banquet of tho Imperial mecting, Their 
Majostics used expressions to the offect 
that traditional friendships are gtrongor 
than alliances in maintaining friendly rela- 
tiona between two Powors,. Tho Russian 
Press reiterates that the interview hetweon 


the Ozar and Kaiser had a peaceful tend- j- 


onoy.. The papers say that both Their 
Majesties consider that the meeting will 
atrongthen peace in the Fur East and 
Europe. Tn itsissue of the 7th, the Novoe 
Vromya” editorially comments on the inter- 
view. In the course of tho article, it dwells 
on the recent British naval roviow, refer- 
ting to the display in high terms. The 
journal gocs on to say that the Czar com- 
municated the substance of the Anglo- 
Russian Frontier Agreement tothe Kaiser, 
that tho Kaisor oxhibited much intorest in 
the Bagdad Railway, and that Their 
Majesties did not discuss nny Far Eastern 
question. 
Loxpos, August 7. 

To the course of a banquet on board o 
warship, the Czar and the Kaiser made 
cordial speeches. The Czar dwelt upon 
the necessity of maintaining the status quo 
betwoon Germanyand Russia, takingtheox- 
isting friendly relations as the bnses of their 
futureintorcourse. Tho Kaiser responded. 
in most sympathetic terms, stating that 
Germany ‘heartily hoped that tho Czar 
would be successful in reconstituting: the 
Russian Navy and readjusting the domestic 
administration. According to an official 
announcement at St. Petersburg the 
interview between the Czar and Kaiser will 
bo as offective ag the Anglo-Russian ‘and 
Russo-Japaneso Agreements, inmnaintaining 
international peaco. .
